ShahqhAI, Nov. 13.— The Shanghai Mer- 
cury saya that Port Arthur bss not yet been 
taken by the Japtnese. 

roKlo,Oot.30.— (Per steamer Peru)— Tho 
second Japanese army of 22,000 men, under 
command of Gen. Count Oyama, began to 
land on the Liau Tong peninsula from the 
early morning of Oct. 24. The big flotilla 
of fifty odd steamers carrying this corps, to- 
gether with the powerfnl escort of ships of 
war, had left the inland sea of Japan on the 
19th and covered the distance of 900 miles 
in four days. Gen. Nodzu took up quar- 
ters in a farmers house near Chul Lien, 
Durinn the night a constant cannonudo froin 
Chui Lion was kept up. No damage was 
doii'j. On tho contrary, tho ChineBo, seoini^ 
their lino of re treat was threatened, fled before 
dnwn, and when at 8 a.m. tho Japaneee 
miirohod into Chui Lion thoy found the 
place deserted, tho only indications of tho 
enemy's oooupation being 22 guns and 
quantities of ammunition, stores and bag- 
gag4 The Chinese, following tho pre- 
cedents established by tbom at Aaan and at 
Pbyoog Yang, concluding that thoy had had 
enough fighting when their outworks were 
captured, did not wait to defend their 
maiu positions. The easualties en the 2.5th 
were 300 killed and wounded. The Japan- 
ese had 30 killed and wounded. From the 
inhabitants of Chui Lien it was learned that 
43 regiments had been its defence, number- 
ing 17,000 to 19,000 men. They were not 
uudisoiplinod, ill equipped coolies, bnt were 
ell armed troops from Tailen Wan, Port 
Artl ur and Lui Tien. 

A third army ia now assombling at 
HiroBohima. It will consist of 2-4,000 and 
Its commander will bo Llout.-Genoral Taka- 
shima from the uilioe of tho secretary of 
state for war. The destination of this army 
ia of course kept secret. Japan will then 
have a total of 71,000 men invading China, 
It ia a remarkublo exhibition of military 
enterprise that Yamagata has shown in 
driving his enemica before him. China has 
been threatening much but accompliohing 
nothing. They blamo Li, who ia said to bo 
responsible for the futility of their attempts, 
His proposals always lag behind tho coureo 
of events. What Japan might have agreed 
to a month ago naturally looks too small to- 
day when measured by her recent snccossGs. 

In 1860, when the Anglo-French expedi- 
tion' marched Bgainst Peking the Liau Tong 
peainsula was seized as a basis of opera- 
rimiijy^ Uhdlng beings effaoted .in Talten 
bay, which lies on the east of the penrhsnra,' 
some thirty miles from Port Arthur. There 
were no Chinese fortifications on the penin- 
sula in those days, nor was there any Chineae 
navy. The Pei Yang squadron Inoludes pro- 
tected cruisers, a dockyard^nd a tidal basin 
at Port Arthur, twei.vB forts 'armed with 
powerful artillery that commands the ap- 
proach. Add to this important naval sta- 
tion tho Peohili army, skilled in modern tao- 
tios and equipped with modern weapons. 
All these things had no existence at that 
time. Hence tho seizure of the peninsula 
entailed no costly elTorts. But the conditions 
are very different now. Tho Chineae antiol- 
piting tho possibility of a Japanese attack 
made preparations to obstruct the landing in 
Talien bay and hud placed a powerful force 
in tho peninBuiu. The Japanese Hotilla con- 
sequently avoided Talien and steamed into 
a snug little cove further north. Its posi- 
tion cannot be fixed by reference to any or- 
dinary atlas, but may bo determined with 
Bufliciency accuracy by currying nn east 
north east line from the town of Chinchiu 
to the coast. Tho Chintao aro always un- 
prepared for everything except what thoy 
have made up thnir minds to expect. Thiy 
had determined that the Japanese, if thoy 
canio at all, should come to Talien, and sinco 
tho invaders chose another place there was 
no help for It. The landing commenced at 
dawn totally unopposed I'ivo hundred 
flat-bottomed boats were soon busily engaged 
transporting troops to shore, while the en- 
gineer corps set to work oonstruotiog piers 
to facilitate the debarkation of material. 

There had evidently Ijoon some idea on the 
purt of tho ChiiKpe that llio pliice ought to 
bo forllGeil, for sixteen junliB I'ideu with 
timber and rilled inortarB wero found in the 
cove and tnken pobfn Hoidii of l)y tho Jup- 
anoso. Telegruphic intelligence up to date 
goes no further than tho above. There is 
an overlund wire from I'ort Arthur to 
Shanghai via Tieiitoin, bub it has, of course, 
boon out by tlio invading artny, and tho ro- 
snlt ia that intelligence has to bo carried by 
steamer across the Yellow sea to Chemulpo, 
whence it is telegraphed to Tokio. 

Where is the Pei Yang squadron ? In 
the openiog chapters of the war its coni' 
mander, Admiral Ting, soomod to think 
more of the safety of his ships than of their 
use as national defenders. He kept thom 
carefully hidden away under the shadow of 
the heavily armed forts and tooke every pre- 
caution to avoid an encounter with tho 
enemy. 15ut now tho opportunity for which 
the Pei Yang squadron wus supposed to bo 
retorvlrg its immense strength has come, 
and still Admiral Tinp's ships remain oon 
aplcuoua by their absence. 

The fact ia that tho Pel Yang squadron is 
temporarily crippled and tho Japanese know 
It, People wljQ oHnEfonily to the bolkf that 
thQ hng« Celfistiaf empire poitaesea somo- 
whero fth immense fund of latent strength, 
haVu Bought to nrove that the naval battle 
of September 17 ended in a draw and that 
tho nine surviving Chineae vessels are not 
Injured beyond tho possibility of speedy re- 
pairs. However that may be, the battle 
certainly eliminated tho i'oi Yang equadron 
the arena of active operations. 



and obtain commanding positions for his 
wings. 

It la true that the Chinese have not 
hitherto proved themaolveo capable of much 
strotcgy by good generalship, but general- 
ship is never thrown away however feeble 
the foe. Wi-Ju, on the banks of the Yulu, 
the moat Important town in Northern 
Korea, was tho Japanese headquarters. 
It had been ocoupiod until a few days previ- 
ously by a force of 2,500 Chinese, who fled 
at the approach of the Japanose advance 
guard. A llttlo below Wl-Ju the Yalu re- 
ceives a tributary — the Ai — tho two rivers 
forming a "V," with its point down ntream. 
Across the arms of the V the main road from 
VYo-Ju to Cbiu Lien passes and the space 
within the opening of the arms on the right 
of the road rises to an eminence called Uu 
Shan. Chia Lien being a stronghold of im- 
portance has to be reduced by the force in- 
vcdlog; Manoburiai bnt from the topo- 
graphical details here given it will be seen 
that to reach Ohin Lira from Wt-Jn, troops 
mast first ocoas the Yaln, then follow the 
road oomroanded from Hn Shan and finally 
cross tho AI. The Chinese generals appre- 
ciated tho features of position sufficiently to 
entrench Hu Shan, to occupy it with a force 
of acme 7,00(y men, and construct several 
forts on its slopes firing up the stream. At 
dawn on October 24, a brigade of Japanese 
troops under Colonel Sato forded tho Yalu 
ten miles above Wi Ju unopposed aud 
marching down on the other side came at 
about noon to one of the Chinese forts. It 
was garrisoned by 500 oavalry and 100 in- 
fantry with two guns. 

After a brief contest, in which two of tho 
Chinese wore killed, they evaouuted tho 
fort, abindoning their two guns to their as- 
sailants, who had no Cisualties. Col. Sato 
then pushed on and took a position on 
the northwestern rear of tho Hu Shan. 
That night tho Japanese put a bridge across 
the Yalu, and the following morning before 
dawn the main body of the army passed the 
river, nearly half a milo wide, and im- 
mediately moved to tho attack of Hu 
Shan. At first the Chinese stood their 
ground stoutly. Finding themselves pre- 
sently exposed to the plunging fire of rifles 
and cannons from a bill on their right Qank, 
they broke and fled ia disorder 
across the Yaln to Chin Lien. The 
reserves however advanced to the defence 
with every appearance of resolution, and 
aided by the natural strength of the position 
might have inflicted heavy loss upon their 
assailants bad they not been snrprised by 
an attttok on their left rear from a brigade 
under Major-Gen. Tachlmi, Tfaerenpon 
thoy also beat a retreat, but were SO hard 
pursued that they failed to carry off their 
artillery, and ten guns fell inoo the hands of 
the Japanese. The Invading army now 
crossed the Ai, two divisions parting on the 
east and south of Chiu Lien, while the 
brigades of Major-Gen. Taohimi and Colonel 
Sato took up a position further north, direct- 
ly threatening the main road passing north- 
Ward from Gbia Lien.

New Wkstminsteb, Nov. 13.— (Special)- 
The Lobb case was continued at Westmin- 
ster this morning. Mrs. Gordon was the 
first witness called. She had a strong per- 
sonal attachment for Mrs, Lobb. She al- 
ways supposed tlieir married life was happy; 
Mrs Lobb was a person who did not show 
her feelings. About a week before her 
death, she met Mrs. Lobb in a dry goods 
store in company with Mrs. Gowland. Tho 
deceased said she was very unwell and felt 
like committing suicide. This was said in a 
low tone. 

Mr. Hodgson, of Nanaimo, deposed that 
he had known Mr. and Mrs. Lobb since tho 
spring of 1892, and was intimate with them. 
He thought they lived happily together. 
Sidney Lobb always treated Mrs. Lobb 
kindly in his presence. Mrs, Lobb was a 
woman of a remarkable ohamcter as to con- 
trolling hor feelings. At one time he took 
charge of Mr. Lobb when he was on a spree 
and wont with him to the Westminster hos- 
pital. On returning he detailed to Mrs. 
Lobb what he had done. Mrs. Lobb was 
sowing baby clothes at the time. She was 
overcome for the moment and said " it is a 
terrible disgrace. I feel as though If this 
this thing should ever occur again I'd make 
an end of myself." 

At this resurrection of the past, the pris- 
aoner burst into tears. Shortly after the 
warm hand clasp of Manager Robins again 
broke through the prisoners reserve and he 
cried bitterly. 

Witness continued— The prisoner once 
flourished an unloaded gun in my presence 
Baying I'd better take a drink ; I met Dr. 
I'raeger on one oooaaion after this and spoke 
of the gun inoident ; Dr. Praeger said it . 
should be produced in evidence. 

The lawyer for the aoonsed— That was. 
not what he said ; give us the exact words. 
Witness— Tho exact words were " That's 

a (3 d good thing to show tho motive." 

To the Grown— I didn't get the impres- 
sion from Dr. Praeger'a remark that he was 
intimidating me or inducing mo to give cer- 
tain evidence ; it was on tho corner of 
Niohol street and the tramway lino I met 
Dr. Praeger. 

Judge Bole remarked that good oltizeua 
were not always weighing their words. No 
doubt Dr. Praogei was making a laudable 
attempt to get in all the evidence obtain- 
able. None of us particularly guard our 
every word under ordinary circumstances. 

The witness admitted that at one time bo 
had taken the prisoner to tbe hospital drbnk 
and the prisoner had left him as a drunken • 
patient and went away himself. 

To the lawyer for the aooussd tho witness 
explained that he had follon asleep and his 
patient escaped. He had bean paid a small 
sum by Lobb for taking care of him. 
Justice Bole— Why all this evidence? 
After further evidence, which the judge 
declared to be irrelevant, the court ad- 
journed until 2 o'clock. 

S. M. Kobins, superintendent of the Vsu- 
oouver Coal Company, was tho first witness 
called in the Lobb case to day. Beirg 
asked as to prisoner's charaoter, ho said t 
I had occasion to find no fault, whatever, in 
the way he did his duty; he took pride In 
his work, was punctual, thoughtful and < t 
great assistance to me. I had a great re- 
gard for him ; in no way did ho give me any 
thought or anxiety, except his one failing of 
drink, which Indirectly led to tho trouble. 
1 have known Mrs. Lobb for three years, 
I observed her very closely, because- 
Mr. Lobb took mo Into hia confidence 
before his marriage. I told him that his' 
position with me was permanent and partly 
through my advice he married. Mrs. Lobb 
was bright and cheerful until the weakness 
of the prisoner came to the front. After 
that she was bright on the surface to ordin- 
ary people, but by closely observing her 
several times, I saw she had a deadly trouble 
beneath. Towards the last I told Mrs. Lolb 
that if the prisoner broke down again he 
would get a sudden dismissal. - 1 said in that 
cHBo what would you do ? She said she did 
not know, she supposed she would go home 
to her friends. Mrs. Lobb said that if the 
prisoner failed again after what I said about 
diamieaing him, it meant ruin to them. 
There would bo other troubles if she went) 
homo to hor friends. 

Witness was asked what he meant by 
drink loading indirectly to tho troubles. 
Witness onawered that Mrs. Lobb had in her 
mind on that fatal night tho fact that the 
next day when Mr. Lobb presented himself 
bo would bo diamisBed. She had given up 
all hope. 

Juatloo Bole stopped witness, instruoting

(From the Kootenay Mall.) 

An old miner named John Ridgaway was 
working on his claim on tho Moyea river. 
Fort Steele, d:-ifting, when a "run" took 
placo in the gravel overhead and he was 
caught and instantly buried nnder tons of 
gravel. Hia body was found eight days 
afterwards much bruised. 

The four-horse stage from Northport to 
Ln Koi mine made its first trip last week, 
returning to connect with the Spokane &. 
Northern train. The length of the road ia 
just fourteen and a third miles. It is a good 
road and the stage will be operated regu- 
larly hereafter, oonneotlng with all trains, 
twice a week. The road runs through 
United States and British Columbia terri- 
tory, the men employed being paid by tho 
government of each oouDlry. Qa' the 
American side tho rate of wages was $1 60 a 
day and on the British side |2SO, wbioh is 
the fixed rate of pay ou government irall and 
road work, except in places where snppliea 
have to be packed long distances, in which 
case the pay is $3 a day. This does not look 
vory much as if the charge brought by 
Washington newspapers, that wages in 
British (Columbia are Chinaman's wages and 
do not average more than 75o. aday, oonld 
bo substantiated. 



ADVANCED LEGISLATION. 

Tlio TouKii I'arlliiiiicnt Forbids the Potlacb- 
lug Suiierlhious WedtlliiK Freseuts. 

The late Tonga parliament has amended 
the local law rehvting to marriages. Hith- 
8."to persons wanting to got married had to 
gat a permit from tho mayor of tho town ho 
resides in, and on receipt of thia permit tho 
chief justice issued a liceosn authorlztog a 
miniater.to marry them. There has been 
considerable laxity in granting these per- 
mits, and it has been onaotod that the par- 
ents or somo of tho near relatives are to bo 
prisent at the granting of the permita by 
tha mayor and also at tho marriage. This 
will, indeed, be u new thing, us it is most 
unusual for the parents of either of the par- 
ties to be present at the marriage oeromany. 
The law also requires now that there shall 
be witnesses besides the parents. Hitherto 
the law did not require the presence' of any 
witnesses at all. 

One would think that after obtaining per- 
mission to marry from the mayor and the 
chief justice nothing more would be requir- 
ed, but tho government now require tho 
parties to take aa oath before the otliolatlng 
minister that there ia no lawful objection to 
their being married, and a printed form baa 
been supplied for tho purpose. Certificates 
of marriage have also been prepared, show 
lag the age, state, oooupation, &c , of tho 
oontraoting parties, and requiring even the 
maiden name of the mother, as in str'ct 
Papalangi fashion, to be supplied. A copy 
of this dooument will be kept by the gov- 
ernmmit for reference. This is a step in 
the right direction, as frequently when 
a divorce has been applied for no proof of 
marriage has been forthcoming. The custom 
at a ToDgan wedding is to bring presents of 
mata, native cloths, etc., and then tho bride 
and bridegroom nro expected to divide the 
troaeurea given and distribute them amongst 
their friends, aomotimoa keeping nothing at 
all for themaolvcQ. Tlio late parliament has 
made a law prohibiting tho distribution of 
the wediling gifts, excepting presents of 
food, and anyone brei^king thia lnw ia liable 
to a tine of §.">.

Jjayestigatiou by tho City Couuell lu- 
tO t'h.^ Clmi'ces Against tba 
I'ai'etHker. 

Some Inmates ^'^^^ Grievances ami 
Others Coinider '^•'3' 
Well Treated. 



Tho city council spent all yoaterdoy invea 
tigating tho manigomont of the Old Men's 
Home. At 10 o'clock the Mayor, Aid. 
ViReliuB, MuuE, 15ikar, Keith-Wilson, 
Harria, Stylos, Ledingham, Dwyer and 
Hampkrey, with City Clerk Dotvlcr, dvova 
out'tb the HoDie and aasembled in the ait- 
tiDgroom. Tho apartment seemed oomfort- 
able enough, if i6 had a bare floor, while in 
addition to the furniture a sort of hand 
«raM> Stood to OBS corner. Thia struck the 
Suyoic'fl Attention and when he turned tho 
oraok the very appropriate atraina of 
' " Wi)*t Shall the Harvest Bo" roee on the 

sir. 

When everything was in readineaa to 
begin the txaniiofttlon pf iritR^Sgei!, 
Aid. Vigellua »ug(!6at6d that ' the 
oaretkker, W. A, ButherlAnd, agalcab 
whom the oompUlnta of oortaiu inniAtcs had 
been made, should retire, as hia presecce 
migh have the cffeot of making aome of the 
old men afraid to spoak out frooly in regard 
to any complaints they might have. Ho waa 
favorable to tho caretaker, but thought thio 
method should bo purauod, uod when tho 
ovidenoo was in it could bo read over to Mr. 
Sutherland. 

The Mayor did not 8Qo[why an aoousod 
man should nob bo given an opportunity 
of hearing the evidence, but Aid. Dwyer 
though Aid. Vigelius' idea a good one, 
for the caretaker oould hear all the evidence 
read to him, - ' 

The onretaker Inberpoaigd — " Bat, Mr. 
Mayor," 

"Kow yon sib down till this ia settled," 
lata Hia Worship. 

''.Well I muaC say tbta ia an extraordinary 
way to treat a man," jpiuipored the care- 
taker, aa he aabiided into a aeat; 

By aeven to two Aid. Vigeliua' fflotion was 
eairied, and the (Mretabeta);ain jumped up 
with, " Tbta la a moat eztruordiny way I 
ever knew " 

" Oh, wo won't do you any iojastioe," in- 
terriipt^d A'^. Humphrey. - ' , . 

Mr. Subherland then rotlred ah^ the Brat 
of tbe old men waa oiled tii to give hia evi- 
dence. 

Ho was Oeorgo Cjnnor, an old white- 
bearded man vrbo had been in tho homo 
nearly a yoar> He liad no oomplainta Lo 
Inake. He had a. good bed to sleep in, good 
food, and waa well treated. 

Richr.rd Copeland, an old mm who had to 
enppoct himself with a pair of orutohes, was 
a man with a grievance — in fact aeveral 'cf 
then). It the first plaoe, the caretaker ho 
vas anra had appropriated clothes that bad 
^b«en sent into toe hafme. ' They' were sent 
to the home anyway and disappeared. Ho 
f tbe ooretaker) wae oruel to the old sen. 

''Why," said Itr. Copeland, "I saw him 
'draw his fiat in a man's face and say he 
Wfiiild tcnook faiin down." 

**Dldbe e«er 'knock one dowe?" aeked 
Ald:-YiRelitia.' 

'•-Well, I saw him haul Deoley o IT the 
sofa and olMEke ' him aa the 'fisor," replied 
the witneea. " That was the nlf(hb Doolcj' 
wal'drnnk and the night he got arrested. 
Th4 caretaker 'pushed old Creijan down on 
the f;roimd also. Then Mrs. 'Crawford eesib 
an arm*ebair bei4, butt^have never ' seen ib 
since. I don't 'know where ih ' went. The 
caretaker I saw woariog a suit of olotbei 
ennt here for the old men by Mr. Camfffadll, 
Theyoama here in a bundle, and the care 

taker took them over to hia own houaa and 
"wore them next day, Then when SiinpBon 

died he left mo throe and a half ptxit of 

blaokota and a beautiful bedspread. 'In 
■comoa tbo caretaker aud whipa them away, 
««nd I never aaw them again. 1 don't know 
•who -got them. Ho had bis eye ou that 
•white cover the miouto he saw it." 

Another grievance waa that " the care 
■taker citched ten roooters belonging to the 
'home and sent them into town.'" He did 
' nob know whether tho chickens r/ere to bo 

swapped or not — if they wore there was no 
■return for them anyhow. Then there was 

the sick man Hulpenny whose bed clothas 

had not been changed in two weeks time. 

The be<f waa not well cooked for dinner 

■ either, and tuba of groaso had disappeurod 
'from tho home. The groaBO wan hkimmed 

off the Boup. Thoy had aoup twica a week, 
but it was thin and blue. Ho wanted a 

■ search warrant to search tho caretaker's and 
'his brother's houeo ; then they would liad 

out where those blankets went. 

" Do you obey tho rules of tho home '; ' 
" I do as far aa I can, but ho (ihc carc- 
' taker) doesn't," Thero was trouble abo-jt 
witness' room which* tho curetuker told hicn 
to vacate for another. Tho cirotukor had 
said he would obey no one's orders hut those 
• ofAld-Mnnn. The caretaker had friends 
' eatinK over at his house. 
" Does be take boarders ? " 
" 0, lota of tken. I don't know thoir 
< names, bat 1 ^bsliove hia i>rothdr is ono. 
There were at least six last Chriatmas and 
they stayed at the caretaker's honse for a 
fortnight. Tbe osretaker too had a oouplo 
tf men watohlnR, and when the other 'in- 
mates were not arotind, off went bis horeo 
. and wagon to town. Ib looked ai if he waa 
oarryinK bhioais away from the home," wit- 
mess intimated. 

" That horse had only one'balo of hay all 
last winter — it was fed on bread and oat- 
meal from tho home," said this witness ia 
. conclusion, 

H, A. .Sullierl iiid, tho caretaker, waa 
then Cillcd In miuI tlui ovidenoo read to 

■ him. Ho denied Imving over talcon anytnio^ 
■from tho homo for hia pHrsonal uao. He 
was nob cruel to tho old men, and never 
threatened to knock them down. It waa 
true he hod puilid Diolcy ofF tho wiifi wlioii 
that old man was drunk. Had uaod no 
moro violcnco than absolut-o'y neoos- 
aary, and tho wholo ■c.»n" had 
already boon ventilated in tho po- 
lice unurt. As for Uregan, the old 
man wna 07 years old and had lost his men- 
tal balance. The old man wandered awi>y 
•from tho homo and lio (Sutherland.; hud tried 
to persu'jdo him to return. Cregan got 
stubborn and rtficoed to move bo witness 
had taken him by tho shoulders aivd puabed 
him and both fell down. Mr. Doukin had 
not threatened him about it nor intorftroii. 
Ho had not taken away tho arm cl;air. It 
waa in the homo now It waa a fact Ijiat ho 
had one morning worn a pair of pants nont 
to the homo by Sir, Campbell, witneaBoaid, 
exhibiting aonio emliarrassmonfc. It wai 
humiliating to have to tcknowledge it, but 
be had only another pair and was getting 
^hemlmended. Never took any olotbea to 

I bit own house. As to tbe ohiokebs, he had 
Miceo'ten oooksrela down to exchange for 

' i^olldta with Mr. Sylvester, and bad bron|{ht 
babk six pallets. Mr. Sylvester atill owed 
tbtf^ other fonr beoauae he did not have 
them ;,at the , time* ' Hs had received 
permlwton *from the ' hbme ■ ooumittse to 
make the awap, . Kever said he would only 
obey Aid. Mann. Esohanged the greaae 



from the home with Mr. Peodray for soap. 
Hedidiiut) board people. He paid for hia 
own horHo feed, Oaoe or twice gave his 
horse a drick with oatmeal in it- 

Jaiiies MaPhirdden, another old man, liad 
his griovanooH. Thu caretaker was cruel to 
him, and whan ho was sick with a bad cold 
ou lojp of hia uhroDic bronchitis did nob got 
him n:''dloioo for several daja. Ha hud aocn 
Cregan pushou ''oH'n by Sutherland and 
Halpennj'abed clothisav : nob changed 
for two weeks. Then h'e had obl'ge'l 
for a lonp time to sleep on a mattri",?" 
aholeialt wbiah let bis weak back dowu 
a " til wart," and for three nights solid 
^id bot aUtp a wink ou that acooun)-. 
Wilncaa told about the same story as did 
Copeland about the grease snd the armchair. 
His olobbes bad been taken from bim and a 
pair of drawers he put in the waah had dia- 
appeared. 

"There are a lot of men Oirrying little 
tattlo tales to Mr. Sutherland, and I told 
him if you gave them a kick and sent tbetn 
away (auitlng the action to the word) thero 
would be more peace here. When I com- 
plained of having no undershirt, the super- 
intendent aaid ' You go plumb tu the devil ; 
you aro not sick at all.' Then when tho 
Method/ society give us coucorta they bring 
lota of cakes and aweet things, ucd tho 
old men who aro in bed when tho concert ia 
held don't got any. The auporintoadent 
garriea all that i? left to his qwc house," 
ilalf A sheep had dlsippa&red from tho 
home ; did not think the old mon gob tbo 
eggs from bha bona at the home. 

When Aid. Munn askod if witness had 
gone into a store in town and called the 
oarotakor » thief, witness oould not recol- 
lect ib. Ho had not been put out of tno 
store by the arm. Ho would noc awoar to It, 
however. 

Gabriel Mills, another old man, saw no 
need for any growling. Everything in tho 
home waa kept clean and decent. Mr. 
Copeland bad got up a petition among tbo 
inmates to, try and get Sutherland dischirg- 
od. Witneaa lefnaed to aii;a ib and his 
name had been forged to the petition, The 
firat (ronbla 'began when MoPhsiddeB bad 
lost 8L and called all, the men old thieves 
beoauae'heooald not find it. .It was after- 
wards found in MoFhadden's own pocket. 
He believed i£ MoPhadden'' and Gopelind 
were ordered away from the boms the place 
would be quiet and neaoefal. 

Hugh C, MoKtzib, an old man of 82, had 
Som§^Cotnp'yiit8,_^ "I^bave seen etowed | 
applea come to the tob'ij ivi,liioilt a core, 
peel or stub taken off thehli Just aa if they 
wero potatoes," ho Boinplaiaed. " I seen 
th« beef, too, that them who have teeth 
oould nob eat it^ iQt alone me, it was ao l:aw. 
Cabbage I law onoaon the table only half 
aoaldect, I never was used to that kind of 
ooaklng. t thongbt there waa plenty of 
wood in this OOODtry to cook, but they don't 
Bcem to have time." There was plenty uf 
food, howeviar, he' aoknowledged. Clothea 
wsre nob evenly distribated. Jla bad seen 
some InmatBB with a enit for every day in 
the week. Could nob say, however, if the 
caretaker took any olothaa from the home. 
Ho had been pretty well treated himaelf. 
He had seen tho superintendent put his fiat 
up to MoPhadden'a nose and to Morriaon'a, 
too, but ho never struck them. 

A pause for lunch followed, tho Investiga- 
tors taking pot lack at the homo and enjoy- 
ing it v(iy well. There was good aoup, 
well boiled beef, potatoes, craokois, good 
batter, and indeed nothing to complain of in 
the way it was cooked or aerved. 

After Aid. Bwyer had exercised a little 
•on tho organ, which tunod op '* Beantifat 
Words of i,(jvo " of its own aocord, the ia- 
vostigation was continued, 

Ninety aeven.year old l?rancis Cregan was 
brought in -with a bewildered look on his 
faoe^ and It -was easily «een that the poor old 
man's'taauUiea were «iot so good as thoy 
need Iq be. 

■"'0h no, no," ho said when aakeii if ho 
had any grievanoee, and he waa permitted 
to retire without fcrthor questiouing. 

Neither Goorge Gardner nor Johia Hem- 
miag bad any camplaiuta. Robert Plum- 
mer who, in spite-of hia ahabby ciot;hing and 
dilapidated appearance, had the liabits and 
speech of a highly educated mon.'handed in 
& -written statement generally condemning 
the homo for ilaunsuttableneea. The build- 
ing not being weather proof admitted 
draughts ; Hoor'Oloth ahould be put down to 
deadoo noiao ; and the inmates ahould hare 
■slippers, walking sticks ahould be left in 
tho hall and loud talking or shouting not 
permitted- He suffered from neuralgia and 
the noiso in the homo almcst drove him 
crazy. Then tbo inmates wore treated as i 
prisoners, and were not allowed to go down | 
town without permisaion. The carotukcra 
waa baaby, cniel, incapable and tyrannical, 
and it wonld be hard to find «. 
worse one. The plaoe wan more a 
combination of a prison, lunatic 
asylum and hospital than a " home." The 
inmates blio>ukl bo allowed to go out whec 
they lilkod by simply stating when thoy 
wer« going inotead of having to ask pormis- 
aiun. The'caretaker had never abusod him, 
bub had abaasd others by being offensive and 
rude and had offered to bit some of them, 
bub have never really atrnok them. The 
inmatea sluMild bo olaaaified too. The care- 
taker had stopped McPbsdden from going 
down town the other day and tbe inmatea 
boliovod it was to prevent his giving testi- 
mony on behalf of Dooloy at the polloe 
court. Very rarely did tho ii.mates have 
eggs. Tho caretaker wusuot by any moans 
" tho maa for Galway," 

"Tho sajiarintondont and his wife are 
only too .kind," vouched Jumos Lirnor, a 
jolly-faced old Irishman. '* There are a pack 
of grumblers here, and if St. I'otor and St, 
Paul thomstlvos tlTered tc carry them on 
thoir b'»ck« they would be displeased:"' 
Copeland and McPhudden were openly in 
rebellion against the caretaker ever since 
they came Uoro. Ho might have told the 
□aiotukcr what v-„., l)eing said behind his 
baok, but ho ha.i itouo unthing nngontlo- 
manly. The fmxl was f;cod. •' Why, for 
breakfast we havn a big plate of porridge 
with milk and butter, and ii there is any- 
thing Jnmea ijarmer likes it ia a plate ol 
porridge with butter in it." 

A uumber of other inmatea wore oillod 
but thoy had no grievanoo and spoko well of 
the homo. Sam Bates thought there was, 
neither order nor sysbem in the arrange- ■ 
■snents of tbe home, as some work and othera 
'Jo not. 

D.ivld Morrison told how Sutherland had 
aCiokcn hia list ln<hi8'faoe once, bat 'had no 

truublo now. 

Caretaker Sutherland had bho ovidenoo 
rood over to him tnd read a letter from the 
l.OBio oomiiiittco diaprovmg MoPhadden'a 
statement that lio hud never broken the 
rules, MoPhadden and Copeland hud 
bucked ugainat every olTort mado to run tlio 
house in harmony. Ho denied that ho had 
treated any inmates with preference in re- 
gard to olothoB and said ho could by 
bia acoo.unta show that all tlia meat 
brought into tho Ijoubo woa oooked 
thero. Ho road eatraots stowing 
bhob eggs had been given tho in- 
mates four timoa in tbe month, when 
the hens were laying, though soma lomatas 
bad said thoy only got them once in sir 
weeks or a month. Tlta inmates had 
atolen clothes from eaob other and that 
would account for their miaSiog things. 
When Dooley was sent to jail nine under- 
shirts and other clothea wsre found hidden 
in bla bed, Ib would be a beoeflb to reroova

Mr. Lander and bis newspaper eoboea in 
the Maritime Frovinoes profess to be dread- 
fully indignant beoause Sir Chai'lca H. Tup- 
por eaid in hia speech in the Budget debate 
that the British " driven from the oivilixad 
markets of the world, steadily and evety 
year finding their output in those markete 
deoreaeing, apeud milliona on their navy and 
milliona on their army to force their wares 
and their goods and their merohandiee Into 
the unoivilizod markets of the world." 

The Leader of the Opposition regarded, 
or rather professed to regard this atate- 
menb as a reflection on Britain's 
fair iamo, and acouaod the Minister 
of Marino and Fisheriea of having insulted 
and Blundered the Mother Country. In the 
controvorsy which has been raiaed, the fol- 
lowing puseago of a speech delivered not 
very long ago by Lord Salisbury, haa been 
(|Uoted. .Speaking of Enf^land'a position in 
the commeroiul world, HU Lordship aoid : 

" If you are shut out by tariiFs from the 
civilized murketH of the world, the uncivil- 
ized markets have beoomo moro and more 
precioua to you. Indeed these uncivilized 
markets threaten to become the only field 
for the operations of profitable business and 
as civiliziktion prngresses and exploration in- 
arouaes the unoivilizGdmarket will be thrown 
open to you if only no power ia allowed 
to interpose between you with its hostile 
tarifla and the benetita for which you look." 
Ibe resemblance between the ntteranoe of 
Lord Salisbury and Sir Charles H. Tapper 
ia so atriking that one is tempted to believe 
tliut the Canadian Minister of Marine had 
in his mind when he was speaking the 
speech of the leader of the British Con- 
servatives. It will have to be admitted that 
In significance the two passages are almost 
identical, so that if what Sfr Charles said 
was an inault to Great ISritain the British 
ox I'remier (ho was, wo are pretty sure, 
Premier when he made the spseoh quoted 
from) is aa great, if not a maoh greater, 
olVdoder.

When the 
beating U.done properly ,the flavor of the 
milk Is not 'ohanged and ' any disease germs 
that ib may have oantained are destroyed. 
So the reader capable of rtileatlon must see 
that there is really no danger of oontractlni; 
conaumption from milk oven if the cows 
from which it ia taken are suapooted of not 
being in good health. 

The inspection of dairies is necessary In 
any cftsc. It is important that the cowa 
which produce the milk ueod in the house- 
hold, whether there are children in it or 
nob, should bo perfectly clean and that the 
animals should be in good health. The milk 
as well as the cows wonld be none the worse 
of systematic inspection. The milk as it 
comes from the cow may be good enough, 
but it is quite poaaible lo put in it water 
of a qualiby and in such quantity as may 
bake from it ita purity and its nutriment. 



THE HONEST TRUTH,

THE IN ORE AS ED DRAW B AG K. 

The Dominion Government has increased 

the drawback on materials which enter into 
the composition of articles manufactured in 
Canada for export. The drawback amounta 
bo within one per cent, of the whole of the 
duty paid. If a manufacturer naes a dutia- 
ble article in the goods he makes for export 
he gets a drawback of 99 per cent, on the 
value of that article. 

It is very singular that tlie people who ob- 
ject to this remission of duty for the purpose 
of encouraging tho export trade in manufac- 
tured goods call themselves free traders. It 
lis bard to please these professed free traders. 
' Xhe very large drawback is a step in the di- 
rpotion of free trade, Ibeee free traders 
-ore loud tn their demand for free 
material of innuufiiolure, but 
when tlio Government go a. very long 
way towards making raw materials free they 
try to raise a howl. They say that the 
money for the drawback is taken from the 
people. Is this so ? If there were no draw 
back it would be the manufacturer and no 
one else wlio would have to pay tlio duty. 
N'lt a singlo cent would come from any 
other cl.1611 of the community. Bub then, 
in all probability, there would bene export. 
The manufacturer would have the home 
markeb alone iov his goods. If the draw- 
back enables tho manufacturer to make a 
quantity of goods over and above what is 
needed for bho ho/no market, ia it not oaay 
to 600 that when he ia paid the drawback he 
guts hifl own money buck again ? Tho 
oommunitiy is nob the loser. Suppose 
he importa $1,000 worth of material 
and pays $100 duty on it ; when he uses 
that material and aonds it cub of the country 
ho gota 599 back. How ia tlio community 
injured by tho tranaaotiou 'i If a merchant 
iniporta tho material and eolla it lo tho 
manufacturer, the manufacturer pays the 
duty in the price of the article and tho 
merchant's profit besides. Here again, 
when ho gota tho drawl)»ok part of hia 
^ money ia returned to him, and tlio com- 
munity is none tlio worae. It is in fact 
bonofitod, for aomo tliouaands of dollars 
worth of goods are manufactured in the 
country, giving employment to a number of 
men, and the manufacturer gets his money 
back In time with a profit which enables 
him to go on with hia work, and ic 
may bo enlarge hia establishment. That 
free traders should luui fault with an act of 
the Government calculated to increase trade 
in this way shows that they are either ex- 
ceedingly ignorant or ridiculously inoon- 
aistenll, Xhelr demand la for free raw 
material, and when tho Oovornmont takes a 
long step in tho diroolion of that demand 
thoy howl iiioac higu'iriously. So fur from 
complaining of the Govornmont's action in 



Tuberculosis in cattle, or rather in milch 
cows, is causing alarm in many countries. 

It is believed that the milk of cowa infected 
with tuberculoaia, whioh ia a learned name 
for conBumption, ia unwholoaome, that it 
will impart the disease to those who drink 
ib. In consequence of this belief the oowa of 
tho farms or other establishments which 
aupply milk to cities are inspected and 
Koch's teat adminiitered to the animals. 
Ib often bappeni that animals which 
to all appearance are perfectly 
healthy before the teat is applied show that 
they are allected by the disease when they 
are inoculated with the lymph. Many ex- 
periments have shown that on none but 
animals whioh are dlseassd do the symptoms 
appear afber the test is applied. 

In an article on the subject in the New 
York Times wo find the following illustra- 
tion of the efficacy of the test : " At the 
convention recently hold in Worcester one 
of the oommiesioners gave a practical illus- 
tratioB of its value by inoculating six 
sows which had failed to show any 
Bymptoma of the disease when ex 
aniiued in tho ordinary way. The injec 
tions were followed by the oharacteristio re 
action, and when the cows were kill'ed and 
examined in the presence of the assembled 
owners of live etook, it was clearly aeen that 
every one of them had consumption." 

Thero can bo no question as to the tffi 
cacy of thu teat iu showing whether or nob 
the disease exists in the system of the ani- 
mal. But it does not appear that drinking 
the milk of bows which have tuberculosis in 
their system in an inactive condition is dan- 
gerous to the health of the con- 
Burners, There appear to be grounds 
for concluding that tho milk scare 
that has been raised in many 
places is to a great extent groundless. Un- 
due excitement on the subject ia to be de- 
precated. Tho following statements were 
mailo by Secretary Thomas ICdge, of tho 
Pennsylvania State liuurd of Agriculture, 
before a Farmers' Inaliluto : 

In my practical experience of over lifloen 
years I Imvo not yet found a casu of tuher- 
ouUir consuniptiou ii; thu luinian racij which 
I could by any meauu trace to Lub;)rcul 
in tho auim.U. At tho same timo, 1 do not 
wish to bo (juoteil as Haying that it caniii 
be ao transmitted, but I will aay that if it 
is transmiaaiblo the danger ia ao alight and 
the opportunity so SLhluin ocoura that it is 
worae than fooliah to get up a asare 
on accnunt of it. in our ])oat 
mortemB Dr. Bridge (State veterinary 
surgeon) and I have taken no precaution 
against contracting the diaeaso from tho 
animal, and yst thua far wo have entirely 
escaped the danger. If any suoh exists. liut 
our exemption does not prove that persons 
under precisely the same conditions, but 
prodisposed to the disease, might not have 
been afTectod otherwise. In one case where 
Dr. liridgo and I condemned fifbeon oowa 
out of herd of eighteen (for six or seven 
yoora one or more cowa in tho herd had died 
eaoh year witli precisely the same symp- 
toms), tho true oharaoter of the diaeaso wuo 
nob auspected until a veterinary called in 
tho State oliicora. Tho milk of this dairy 
hud all been sold for oonBumption uh milk in 
a BUiall town of loss than 2,000 iuhabitants, 
and tliero ia no tubercular cnnBumption in 
tho town to-day, I wish to bo very dis- 
tinctly underatood aa believing that there la 
no just cause for any scare or excitement in 
relation to the matter. 

Mr. Edge Is evidently a man of strong 
common aenso. Ho is not oaoily oxcitod, 
uud ho wants i)ioof that '.u danger be- 

fore ho makea otliora uneasy. JO-xoiiement 
in thia case aooniB to ua to bo altogether un- 
necessary, for if there is the slightest ground 
to suspeot that the milk supplied to a 
family contains the germs of tuberculosis it 
can be made perfectly wholcaomo by heatirg 
it to a temperature some few dcgreoa below 
tho boiling point. Tho veaaol coutuiniug 
tho milk is placed iu a pot of bulling 
waser and allowed to remain in it until ib

BOUGHT THE LITTLE TOWN. 

Mr. .1. A. Cartbew and Associate British 
Columbians Complete the Purchase 
of tho I'rlcB Cannery Interests. 

A businesB transaction, nogotlatlona in 
which have been in progress for several 
weeks, was closed yesterday by tho receipt 
of a cablegram from Scotland, and in con- 
atquenoe what may be referred to as the en- 
tire village of " Prica'a Landing," changea 
ownerahip. It now becomea the property of 
Mr. J. A. Cartbew and aaaooiate businesa 
men of the province, and their intention ia 
to remove the little town — or what makea 
tbe town — bodily, re-eatabliahing it at Car- 
lisle, Mr, Cartbew'a headquartera on the 
Skeeoa. 

"Price's," tbe owners of wbioh were 
Scottish capitalists, chief among whom are 
the Messrs. Coates, baa enjoyed tbe repnta- 
tion of being one of tbe best equipped fishing 
and canning stations in the North. In 
addition to tlie cannery proper there were 
all tho usual auxiliary boildioga, a bond 
houie, store houses, store and boarding 
houses, cabins for tbe white employes and 
Indian fishermen and a pretty little obnrcb 
— about a dozen buildings in all. 

Besides these thoro arc included In the 
present purchase the entire canning plant 
and repair shop, fish preserving uiaterial 
and storea, twenty-seven fishing boats, a 
good beach boat, two scows and the well 
known steamer Clara Young, one of the beat 
appointed and faateat boata of her olasa in 
service up North. 

Mr. Cartbew'a " buy " goes even further, 
and includes two orown granta containing 
soma ,'i00 acres of land in the vicinity of 
Gardnur'a inlet, all tho debta and similar 
asseta of tbe " Price's Canneries' Company," 
the company'a atore and atook, and the 
church. 

As soon as the new year brings longer 
days and suitable weather the work of tear- 
ing down and removing tbe cannery build- 
ings, etc , will be commonoed. Everything 
will be takon to Carlisle, and a larger busi- 
nesa will no doubt bo carried on there next 
year than the salmon canning history of the 
North has yet rroorded. 

Tho name of Mr. John A. Cartbew, who 
ia ut the head of tho new oompany, ia in- 
ae parable from any referenoo to salmon can- 
ning in Northern British Columbia. He is, 
though not yet past tbe prime of vigorous 
young manhood, a pioneer of the indu-try 
:n thia acotion, and no one knows better 
than doea he tbe requirements of the busi- 
noas. Under bis management, the pack of 
the now Carlisle cannery next season may bo 
looked to to he in the first rank both as ro- 
garda tjualiiy and size. Mr. Cartbew goes 
Morth at an early date to arrange prelimin- 
aries iu oonneotioD with tbe moving of bis 
town down to the Skeena.

A matter of oonaidorablo importance to tho 
oommoroial welfare of British Columbia was 
thoroughly discussed at yestorday'a meeting 
of tho Board of Trade Council, tbe subject 
being introduced b; President A. C. Flamer; 
felt. This was in ' bonneotion with the 
omiaaion of rating) of the business 
men of this province in Brad- 
atroets' semi-annual report for tho 
firat half of this year. President Flumer- 
felt was supported by several membera of 
tho counoil in tbe statement that direot and 
considerable injury had already been'done 
tho buainoaa Interestsof the Provinoe through 
thia fault of tho Bradatreet ftgenoy, and Mr. 
Flumerfelt quoted from a letter written to 
bim by a wholesaler of Montreal whiob 
shows how the matter ia regarded in the 
Eaat. The extract from the letter referred 
to road : 

" The fact in that the bank at the preeent 
time regarda British Columbia paper with a 
good deal of suapioion. I know very wol! 
that my sales in British Columbia are per- 
fectly safe, but tho bank doea not know 
thia, but simply judgea fro'n general prin- 
ciples, and they are rushing us for a re- 
duction of our paper from British Colum- 
bia." 

Tho explanation given by Bradatrcot'e for 
tho omiaaion of the ratings if anything made 
the matter worse. In a notice to cuatotnora 
they aaid : 

" The aerioua and widespread deatruction 
of property by the unprecedented Uooda in 
many acciiona of British Columbia, and 
particularly along the Fraaer river, haa so 
changed the condition of mony merchants ua 
to render an accurate report impoaaiblo at 
tho present time. Hence tho absence of the 
namea in this volume. Active atepa will bo 
taken to revise the district aa soon aa com- 
munication is re-established, and aubsoribera 
will be furnished with a snpplement cover- 
ing the aeotlon at an early date." Thia bore 
date of June, 1804. 

In the disouesion wbioh ensued on thia 
subject, there waa but one view of tho mat- 
ter expreseod — general condemnation of tho 
action of the agency. It waa hold to bo 
strange indeed that an organization olaim- 
ing to poBsesa the facilltiea for accjuiring ac- 
curate information that Br.idstreet'a boaat of 
enjoying, ahould omit Britiab Columbia rat- 
in^a from ono of ita important publicatiooa 
by reason of a local fiiod, thus giving to the 
world the erroneoos impression that the en- 
tiro business of tbe province had been para- 
lysed thereby. Xo terminate the debate, 
and put on record the feelings of the board 
in the matter, the following reaolntion was 
proposed by Mr. Hewitt Bostook, aoconded 
by Mr. T. S. Futcher, and unanimously 
adopted : 

" That thia board of trade strongly con- 
demns the notice printed in Brudstreet's 
Mercantile Agency of New York somi-an- 
nnal pubiication of 1894, referring to the ef- 
fect of the fijods on the Fra<er rivor on the 
credit of merchants throughout the prov- 
ince, as being unfair and misleading, and 
that tho above mentioned oompany bo re- 
queated to take immediate atepa to alter 
the aamo, aud tho attention of tho boarda of 
trade throughout the Dominion be 
apecially drawn to the matter." 

A letter from Mr. H. C. Beeton, Brltiah 
Columbia agent general iu London, accom- 
panied an engraved portraitof tbe Marquia 
of Ripon, colonial sooretary, which he haa 
preaented to tho board. 

George Wilcox & Co., of Sydney, N. S. 
W., aeked for a Hat of firms handling skins, 
hides and tallow, being desirous, aa their 
letter explained, of extending their bnaineas 
in the direction of this port. The secretary 
will give the desired information. 

Samuel Collyer, secretary of the Taooma 
Chamber of Commerce, addressed the board 
aa follows : 

" In view of the effort we are ail making to 
bring about oloaer relationa lietween onr 
cities, both in a business and social way, I 
have the pleasure to enolose a' oopy of tbe 
report ot our harbor master for the month 
of October, showing the amount of exports 
and inward and outward tonnage and cargo. 
I shall be pleased to furnish you these re 
ports from month to month as they appear 
if you care to have them, and would 
esteem It a favor to have a similar statement 
of tho buaincsa done ut your port. Tho 
figures which are presented in thia state 
ment exceed those ol any provioua month in 
the hiatory of Tccoina'a ahipping, and when 
wa ooneider tho hard timea through which 
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wo havo been passing, it fieoma remarkable 
that tlioro should havo been suoh a marked 
increase in tho shipping buainess." 

After thia meeting of the council i\ meet- 
Ing was held of the board of trade adver- 
tising committee, to which wua referred tha 
queation of how beat to advertise tho city of 
Victoria to the world. Mr. T. B Hall occu- 
pied the chair, and thi< diacussiou showed a 
great diviaiou of opinion. There was one 
view, however, that was shared by all— tli^.t 
was that Victoria should be made attractive 
nd healthful in every respect. This would 
do much in tbe desired direction. A sug- 
gestion waa thrown out that it might aid 
materially in this direction if a oitizena' im- 
provement association were 'ormod, having 
for ita broad objdot tho general betterment 
of the olty. No action waa taken, but it is 
probable that a me»tiBg will be held to give 
tha matter more definite attention during 
the present week.

Every year of my lifo I am more and 
more impressed that financial independ- 
ence for our sex is the^key to the whole 
woman question. Women have as good 
right to work for thoir living as men 
havo unless thoy aro tho mothers of 
little children that require thoir caro. 
That is tho dictum of conunon souso. 1 
liarp upon it always. But even the 
mother of little children shouldhaveher 
regular wages, so that she will have an 
Incomo of her own. It is only through 
ignorance, I am sure, that men like to 
keep thoir wives in a state of financial 
Elavery. '^ith tho vanity of poor, weak, 
human nature, they perhaps think it 
Bdds to thoir own importance and cou- 
sequenco to bo able to crack tho pecuni- 
ary whip over a woman and subject 
her to painful degradation by compelling 
her to ask for every dimo sho needs to 
spend and account to them for it If men 
only know, if they only knew! The 
truth is that thoir wives and daughters 
lie to them constantly and deceive them. 
Tho man conu^s to bo looked on as a 
miser and an unfeeliug master. If the 
wifo wants to make a present to her 
mother or brother, sho tips tho wink to 
tho grocer and dre>-.-=maker and orders 
that so many dollars shall be added to 
their bills. I know a wife, a kindly, in- 
dustrious little woman, who lias her 
grocer and dry goods merchant systoni- 
utically put articles un their bills at a 
higher" price than they really charge. 
Tho old man pays tho grocer's and mer- 
chant's bill, and tho little wife has thus 
a small fund for her ovni pocket money.

§500 she can invest it Often she can 
invest it sooner by buying building lots 
in a good locality. Eeonoiiiy can be ex- 
ercised in dress better than anywhere 
else. Buy plain, substantial articles of 
good quality, especially for garments to 
go to work and business in- 

Mrs. Mary E. Crosby of Cape Cod is 
the owner of a fast horse, which sho 
herself drives on the race track. Her 
husband approves of her fad, and she 
makes a favorable impression wherever 
sho goes. This lady jockey drove Julia 
Wilkes at tho Mauche8ter(N. H.) races, 
defeating Freomaii in 3:34.

Every woman can bo her own mani- 
cure with tho small outlay for a prac- 
tical nianieuro set, not a fancy and use- 
less alVuir in ivory or silver, but a wood- 
en polisher covered with soft chamois, 
a good steel lile, a pair of manicuro scis- 
sors and a liox of powder. Paste is vul- 
gar. Thn nails should never be cut but 
always tiled. Nor should thoy be cleaned 
with any sharp stool instrument The 
proper thing to use is a box-wood or or- 
ange wood stick. Rubbing tho nailg of 
one hand on the palm of the other adds 
gieatly to thoir beauty. Daily polishing 
makes the nails transparent and so flex- 
ible that they can bu bent over without 
bre iking. A nailbrush is indispensablo 
both beoause of its oleanliness ^and of 
tho fact that it acts as a stimulant to 
tho circulation. Very littlo cutting 
should bo done to tho nails and thou 
only to romovo tho dead flesh. Mauy 
pi^oplu in drying tho. hands pnsh back 
tho cutiolo •\vith a towel. This is abso- 
lutely wrong and produces a thick, 
swollen ridgo which is very unsightly. 

The jiKjsl refined length to wear tho 
nail is just to tho (iiid of tho fingiT, and 
not jiointed, but almond shaped. Upon 
tho littlo finger tho nail should lie longer 
than tho others to give a look of sym- 
metry to the hand and a uniform length

IN NEW AUSTRALIA. 

Tho Dissatisfied Colonists Are Longlug Now 
For " Home, Sweet iloiiie,"' 

Twenty dlstroasod families from tho New 
Australia settlement are lodged in the Sal- 
vation Army shelter at Buenos Ayree. They 
are pleading for assistance back to Australia, 
and appear to bo in a very sad plight in- 
deed. Shortly before tho Miowera ItlL .Syd- 
ney a letter had boon received there from 
Miss Constance Kite MoNsmarn, one of 
tho New Australian pioneers, who l<.-fb tho 
eottloment when tho first disagreement took 
place. Tho writer, who is at present in the 
(Jorrientea, in tho Argentine Republic, re- 
ferring to tho dispute, says : 

"My family, with about twenty other 
familiea, left the colony about five months 
ago owing to tho expulsion of two very well 
educated men and a minor. Those tbrco 
were expelled by Lane's orders without a 
trial. The ostensible reason of their ex- 
pulsion was that they broke the rules 
with regard to liquor-drinking, but as 
there waa nothing to drink, they could 
not become intoxioated. The real rea- 
son of their ezpulaion waa they de- 
manded that a court of inquiry bo held 
upon tho conduct of ono of tho orf;aniz'jra 
who had been ' sowing hia wild oats ' in Par- 
agur.y pr&tty freely, and his O'^ndncb was 
diacujijcd in an unfavorablo manner luiiony 
tho nativen. Tho rules of the usaociation 
provided that no membor should b--' ex- 
pelled without a trial, *nd tluv': a i\vc. 
bixths' majoriiy would bo npcc-jjury forbid 
expulsion, For some litlltj tnno Lano bi\8 
beon behaving in » very arbitrary manner. 
Ho refustd to nold meetings when recpiosted 
to do BO, or would ti; d it convoniont to bo 
' Budenly called away ' on liusinosa in Aeun ■ 
cioo, and when ho was forced to take tho 
chair at a meeting would give evasive 
replies. Nearly all the married people, and 
many of the single men, wore dlssatiafled, 
and the expulsion brought matters to a 
orisia. The people aald If Lane expelUd 
one man he would expel another. Line 
rode out of the colony before the expalsion 
was made public, and soon after a monntud 
police force of about a dozen in all rode in to 
enforce Lane's order if necessary. £!very- 
nno was greatly surprised, and nearly all 
were very indignant. If Lano had bnon 
there things would have gone hardly with 
him." 

Referring to life on tho sottlement, tho 
writer gooB on to say : " Tho tale ahouu the 
oranges lying about a font deep under the 
troofl in Paraguay was about tho only true 
thing tbo Now Australia organiz-.Tj told 
about Paraguay." Upon arrival at the aot- 
tlement " tne men inudo all haste to [lut up 
aholter for tho women nnd children. Tho 
sioglo girlo had a largo room built of treo 
trunks and covered with a tarpaulin to keep 
tho rain nut, which it didn't do ; bo tho first 
night I spont thoro, boing very wot, I put 
an ulster on and sat up all night with an 
umbrella over my head. As soon as our 
house, or rather room, wua finished 
wo moved into it, and »b my father 
doesn't even know how to drivo a nail in 
atraight, my mother and I dug huloa in tho 
floor to put our bedposts in. Some of the 
men out forks for bedposts for na and|others 
broaght us baniboos. All the men worked
